production that the farmer has com- 
pletely under his own control is the 
planting of good seed.

The seed should be 


sown preferably In a special alfalfa 
drill, as it is necessary not to bury 
the seed too deep, a mispractice which 
often resujts where an ordinary grain 
drill with a grass seeding attachment 
is^nsed. Where the alfnlfa seeder is 
not available, a wheelbarrow or hand 
seeder may be utilized. The rate of 
seeding will vary in different locali- 
ties. As a rule, from 15 to 20 pounds 
of ..good quality seed to the acre are 
deemed sufficient although in some 
localities as-high as 25 pounds of seed 
are sown. A weeder is -an excellent 
implement for covering the seed after 
broadcasting, hut if it Is not available 
. spiked-tooth harrow may be used.

Grower Should Know Variety. 


J'.pfore liuying alfalfa sped the pur- 


chaser should inform himself fully, re- 
prnrdirig the variety host suited for his 
section and the quality of the seed 
with regard-to. both germination and 
purity. In choosing a variety or 
strain it is well to bear-in mind that 
the quick-arrowing alfalfas, because of 
their tendency to produce, heavier 
yiold4 .should lie used as far north 
as they will survive the winters. In 
the northern sections the variegated 
alfalfas, 'including the Grimm, the 
Baltic, and.the Canadian varieties, have 
proved most successful in withstand- 
ing -winter killing. In sections having 
very mild winters, Peruvian alfalfa 
lias proved more profitable than long- 
er strains, owing to its ability to.pro- 
duoe considerably heavier yields. Usu- 
ally it can be grown to advantage only 
in sections where minimum tempera- 
ture is not lower than 10 degrees Fah- 
renheit, and where ordinary alfalfai 
will succeed. Throughout Maryland 
and Virginia all the common strains 
of alfalfa which have been developed 
in Kansas, Oklahoma, Texas and un- 
der similar conditions, give the- most 
satisfactory results.

The distinctive advantage of sum- 


mer sessions have comepo be so thor- 
oughly recognized that they are now 
regarded as an integral part of our 
educational system. One of the lead- 
ing: educators of the country sta:ed 
recently that he believed the summer 
session to be the ground for educa- 
tional practice and the greatest fer- 
tilizer of education. The work of the 


session possesses a greater
